The saga continues 
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furious 

Chicago’s Jeremy Piven hoping to steal the spotlight 
as motor-mouth car salesman in ‘The Goods’

Jeremy Piven is big time. Like, really big time. 

The Chicago-area native has always been the character 
actor, the guy behind the guy whose name’s above the 
credits. But not anymore. 

At 44, he’s finally toplining his own movie— “The 
Goods,” which opened Friday. And he’s counting on 
making a splash. 

“You apprentice a job, and then you get your shot,” 

Piven said. “This is my shot, name above the title. None 
of this is lost on me.”

The three-time Emmy-winning star of HBO’s 
“Entourage” is feeling the heat these days. He’s 
followed by the tabloids. He got the full blitz 
when he pulled out of a Broadway production 
of “Speed-the-Plow” because of mercury poi- 
soning— “too much sushi,” he said. Of course, 
it wasn’t until his doctor backed him up that 
people bought the story And it helped that 
Web sites such as thefoodsection.com pointed 
out just how easy it would be to OD on sushi. 
“Sushi rehab,” they suggested. 


None of this would have been possible with- 
out Piven’s critically acclaimed turn as the fast- 
talking Ari Gold of “Entourage.” Before that 
breakout role his work could be considered 
P.E.— or pre-“Entourage.” Those were the days 
when Piven could only truly count on work as a 
sidekick to his lifelong pal, Chicago-area native 
John Cusack. 

Now Piven faces even more heat. He’s the 
lead in a movie. “The Goods: Live Hard, Sell 
Hard” has him fronting a crew of hustlers— Ed 


Helms, Ving Rhames, Kenjeong— as used-car 
salesfolk who “move the metal,” helping dis- 
tressed dealerships slash prices and sell cars. 
And it all seems so, well, current. 

“Car sales are down 40 percent,” Piven 
says. “This is happening right now. Guys who 
own dealerships have to call mercenaries like 
{his character] Don Ready in to turn things 
around. 

“I read this script and said, ‘What, was this 
written for Vince Vaughn {another Chicago 


homeboy}?’ This guy is so Vince that I ended 
up doing homage to Vince playing him— that 
rapid-fire, swaggering thing.” 

In the movie, Piven plays a fast- talker charged 
with dumping junkers off the lot. But the actor 
wasn’t always a motor-mouth. He says it’s the 
nature of his career that gave him his patter. 

“Listen to me now. Am I a fast talker? Very 
slow talker in real life,” he says. “But working, 
I do feel the need to give my scenes some sort 
of pace. And you know, thinking about it, that

The buzz: With “Talladega 
Nights” director Adam 
McKay and Will Ferrell (who 
also has a cameo) getting 
production credit, and the 
team that scripted the DVD 
comedy “Balls Out: Gary the 
Tennis Coach” getting writ- 
ing credit, “The Goods” sure 
seems like a carbon copy of 
Ferrell’s Competitive Moron 
Formula. This is the feature 
debut for “Chappelle’s Show” 
director and “Half-Baked” co- 
writer Neal Brennan. 

The verdict: Is a comedy 
automatically a success if 
it sometimes makes you 
laugh?

Branching out

The scene: There's nothing worse than 
waking up to something that looks, 
well, not quite like you remember it 
looking the night before. So we're 
always tempted to avert our eyes when 
a restaurant like Branch 27, a place 
that looks pretty slick at night, intro- 
duces brunch. And we were relieved 
to discover that the light of day is 
kind— even flattering— to the newish 
West Town restaurant. 

Rugged touches like reclaimed 
wood wall panels and iron railings, 
things we liked most 
about renovations 
to this old City 
of Chicago 
library build- 
ing, are more 
pronounced in 
the daylight. 

Even better: 

The atrium, 
just another back 
room when the sky 
is dark, becomes home 


to the best seats in the house when 
morning light streams in through the 
glass ceiling. 

Service is warm and efficient, with 
coffee refills coming just fast enough 
to put us and the rest of the casual 
weekend crowd at ease. 

The cuisine: The kitchen sticks 
mostly to basics such as eggs Benedict 
($10), omelets ($9-$io), pancakes ($8- 
$10) and French toast ($8), Slightly 
more adventurous is the stuffed 
French toast ($10), actually more 
layered than stuffed, with sweet mas- 
carpone spread between 
slices of bread. The 
result (four sides to 
a piece, but only 
two of them 
browned) 
makes for a 
soggy pack- 
age, albeit one 
crowned with 
a bounty of juicy 
strawberries. 
Various hashes— veg- 




gie ($10), crab ($14) and pork belly 
($12, left) —arrive in individual cast 
iron skillets topped with poached 
eggs and hollandaise, and our server 
assured us they were among the 
most popular dishes. The off-putting 
amount of oil pooled at the bottom 
of the pork belly skillet challenged 
its popularity at our table, but fortu- 
nately, the dish arrives with a side of 
toast. We piled mounds of hash onto 
slices of bread and easily avoided the 
oil slick. 


Branch 27 is more a bar and grill 
than a restaurant, and any bar brunch 
worth its salt can find redemption 
in a good bloody mary Branch 27's 
is better than good. It's bold, evenly 
blended and garnished with a hearty 
skewer that includes a fun salami- 
and-cheese rollup that took us back 
to grade school lunch breaks. And for 
just $5? We'U take two,

Solution: Set up an entry way that works. 

When you get home at the end of a long day, it^s really 
tempting to drop your jacket and bag on the floor, kick 
off your shoes and throw the mail on the nearest surface. 
Entryways are universally known as clutter hot spots, so it^s 
important to have a convenient system at your front door 
where you can filter the chaos of daily life before it creeps 
into your home. Depending on your layout, there are a few 
options for organizing a functional entryway: 

The basics 

A fully stocked entry way has a 
spot to hang coats, a doormat, a 
rack or cabinet for shoes, a mail 
sorting station, a trash can for 
junk mail and-if you have the 
room-some extra storage for 
hats, gloves and bags.

Getting served 

Tough times, taxes make tipping tricky for diners and waiters 


Detroit Free Press 

Tipping is the thorniest subject in dining. 
There are no tip monitors to oversee how 
much you leave your waitperson for his or 
her service and attention. There’s not even 
an official rulebook on the subject. 

Mostly it’s custom and your conscience: 
You leave what you think is right. 

Inevitably though, your idea of right won’t 
always be the same as someone else’s, 

Liz Riesberg of Troy Mich,, wrote of her 
tipping experience: At a lunch with friends, 
she said, “I was told you don’t tip on the 
tax— something I’ve never paid attention to 
in all the years I’ve dined out, I give 15 per- 
cent to 20 percent of the total— or should I 
give the tip without the tax added in?” 


It wasn’t that she wanted an excuse to 
reduce her tip; she seemed more concerned 
about the servers, 

“These waiters and waitresses don’t make 
a lot of money,” she said, and tipping on the 
pre-tax amount would result in smaller tips 
for them. 

Most Web sites on the subject say it’s 
unnecessary to include tax when figuring 
the tip —but they also note that most people 
ignore that and tip on the total, tax and all. 
When restaurants calculate tips for large 
parties, most use the pre-tax amount, 

“The guest is paying the tax and they 
shouldn’t have to tip on that amount,” said 
general manager Tony Amman at No, VI 
Chop House & Lobster Bar in Novi, MicK’s 


Crowne Plaza Hotel, Tipping for service is 
“a separate issue” from paying tax, he said. 
But for many servers, the big issue in tip- 
ping now doesn’t involve tax. It’s about slower 
restaurant traffic, combined with the effect 
of coupons and other promotional deals. 
Scores of restaurants have cut prices 
this year through coupons or 2-for-i offers. 
Unfortunately for servers, many diners are 
tipping on the discounted totals rather than 
on the regular price of the meal. 

That translates into pay cuts for waiters 
and waitresses, even though they’re provid- 
ing the same level of service as before, 

“It should always be done on the origi- 
nal amount, before the discount,” Amman 
said. 


Detroit Free Press 

Puzzled by the onslaught of advertising that 
touts pregnancy prevention along with bonus- 
es like clearer skin and a period-free lifestyle, 
Jennifer Meyer balked at a birth control pill 
that would reduce her monthly cycles to just 
four per year, 

“It’s just not something we should stop,” says 
Meyer, a 33-year-old graduate student at Wayne 
State University, She’s using a traditional pill 
because she says it’s convenient, inexpensive 
and feels like the more natural choice. But she 
also has thought about whether an intrauterine 
device, or lUD, might be worth trying, 

Meyer is like thousands of women bombard- 
ed— and sometimes confused— by ads touting 
new ways to prevent pregnancies. 

Companies marketing prescription birth 
control methods like Seasonique, the multi- 
month pill; Mirena, an lUD, and others spent 
$188 million on advertising in 2008, according 
to a report from the New York-based Nielsen 
Co,, which does market research. That’s an 
increase of about $40 million over spending 
in 2007, 

In these ads, drug companies offer “birth 
control plus”— better skin, fewer cramps, a 
period-free vacation or a reduction of pre- 
menstrual syndrome symptoms, the person- 
ality and physical changes that may occur in 
some women just before their period begins, 
says Andrea Tone, a professor of the social 
history of medicine at McGill University in 
Montreal, 

Dr, Brent Davidson, chief of women’s health 
services at Henry Ford West Bloomfield 
Hospital, says he routinely fields questions 
from women trying to wade through the 
choices to pick the best option. He weighs a 
woman’s health history, her insurance cover- 
age and family planning goals when making a 
recommendation, “The key is we have choice 
—many more than our parents’ generation— 
and safe choices,” Davidson says.
